THE E-TSZE CASE, 

Most readers are fimiliar with the little, 
boy’s indignant remonstrance when, seat 
ed--with his head between his- hands, 
gazing in hopeless dismay at the long 
suin before. him, he suddenly felt on that, 
portion of his body unprotected by 
jucket, a swingeing cut from the Master's 
cane. - “I wasn't doing anything Sir,” 
came.pitifully forth as the tears. glistened 
in his.eyes. “ Exactly ‘so, Sir,—that's 
what I eaned you for,” was the reply. 
The incident is recalled to: our-mind by 
the facts exposed in the late inquest on 
the body of a Chinese “ hospital” patient 
from the H-Tsze establishment. A care- 
ful perusal. of the evidence leaves no 
doubt upon our minds that nobody “did 
anything” towards causing the death of 
that unfortunate and his fellow victims, 
Their deaths on: the contrary” resulted 
from .a very nicely organized system 


of doing: nothing. Thus the Registrar 


.| General-not-having suspicions of any- 


thing wrong did xot.visit the -place 
of late, The Colonial-Surgoon was 
never aware that people were taken there 
to die and never gave instructions to the 
‘police to inspect the placo as it’ was not 
his business ; and both those gentlemen 
‘stand excused unless it can be shown 
that it waa their business to know both: 
of the existence ‘and true character. of 
the establishment. asa pigstye where 
sick people were taken to die, But 
when we get a step further to those 
interested in the place the “doing noth-

It is of 
course easy to say that the Government

in the hopes of emigrating and by the 

Agents of the Emigration system? Wo. ' 
should rather insist that those agents 
themselves not merely pay thé cost, 
which has hitherto been dons, but be 
personally held responsible that proper 
and’ reasonable cave be taken. of sick 
emigrants, If it be impossible that thia 
can be done the memorial of Chief Jystice 
Smale and Mr. Whittall will have te 
ceived additional evidence in its favours 
and it will become a (uestion whether 
an absolute prohibition of emigration, 
even under. our. own flag, will not become 
the: course . most.'in* accordaince with 
humanity and sound policy, We quote 
heretinder in. full the: verdict given by 
the Jury, which plainly recommends the

‘We, however, conaider that 4 
fiivther, continuance of the E-Tsze in any 
shape is neither desirable nor necessary tt 
this Colony, and that amore suitable build. 
ing. be welected as a hospital for Chines 
only, subject to‘ proper inspection by ie 
Colonial Surgeon.” aan :

SHIRKING RESPONSIBILITY, 
(Pall-Mall Guette.) 

It is not often that.e man will distinctly 
state to himself that he desires or intends, 
by. one means or another, to shirk hia just 
responsibility, aud yet those must needa 
close: eyes aud’ vars alike who would deny 
that the digposition to this line of conduct 
is greator thun it ‘used to be, chiefly, how- 
ever, porvading the more thoughtful and 
educated classes. te exhibits itself in'a 
peculiar form—that is to say, rather in fact 
than in sentiment. There nevor was a time 
when-ao much outspoken courage was to be 
found so far as words go. - Meu at present 
neither shrink nor try to shrink from the 
bold expression of opinions which are-vari-. 
ously considered: as - novel, dangerous, 
revolutivaary, blasphemous, or. supers 
tious ; but having done so they make their 
stand at that point, and as a rule they are 
unwilling to accept thé practical. conse- 

viences of their-speech, ‘ Le vin ost tiré, 
il faut le boire’s”. but. with such men the 
wine may be drawu—they:. will, indeed, 
themselves help to draw it—bnt they will 
neither drink it nor take the responsibility 
of the effect it produces on those who do. 
As society ia now constituted this is not au 
unnatural result,. “The individual withers, 
and the world ‘waxes more and -more.” 
Knowledge, too, comes, but this particular 
kind of wisdom lingers deplorably, and has 
done so for the last ten or twenty years. 
Aamall but. distinct symptom of it is the

Since then he bas never written 
out a discourse in full. He has an idea 
all the week as. to what subject he will treat 
on Suaday.”

in-his mind until the timearrives. Osually, 


he does not touch pen. to paper. before 
Sunday ‘morning and Sunday afternoon. 

Then he sometimes gets so many sernions 
under way that the one he intends: to 
prepare is neglected until tha first boll 
rings, whereupon be throws aside the. in- 
complete ‘work, and, blocking out a dis- 
couras, he hastens to the pulpit. Generally, 
he writes wliat would make a quarter of a 
sermon, embracing the leading points to 
be presented. In preparing a sermon he 
first ‘blocks it out,” and Jays the founda- 
tion with a part of the framework. At 
the proper places be cuts windows, through 

which the audience may-seo the beauties 
of the Gospel... The windows are designated 
by the letters “Ill,” incloved iw a line 
thus (fl.),- showing that an illustration is 
to come in.at that particular: point. . Nono 
of the illustrations are ever. written out 
beforehand or.with the sermon,-but they 
are given as they occur at the time when 
they aro needed. Often, when in the 
pulpit, he.finds the windows in-the wrong 
place.’ He always hag a. variety of now 
sermons ou hand, to. be -used on: special oc- 
casions. He said that in old times the house- 
wife kept a batch of dough in the pantry, and 
when bread was required ull she had to ao 
was to go to the tray and cut off enough 
for baking. So it is. with his sermons. 
‘He ‘never preaches the same one twice, 
though ha frequently uses the same text, 
but it is always in s different. manner. - In 
reply to the question as to whether he 
seleoted his- text, first, or the subject, ap- 
plying such a text as would suit, ho eaid. 
that a'text may be compared to a gate open- 
ing in to the Lord’s garden ; many minis- 

ters, “instead of- tulatching the gate and 

leading thvir hearers in to pluck the fruit 
and flowere, content themselves by getting 

upon. it aud swinging to and fro, He 

always makes it a-point to preach his best 

sermons on. stormy days; for then those 

who aro, iti attendance.say to their friends, 

"You don’t know how much you missed 

by not being present, though it was a 
stormy day.” tle well remembered the 

time when on nearly every Sabbath during 

the winter it snowed or rained, ‘for it 

came near killing me,” said he, langhingly. 

Some one inquired if he studied his prayers. 

“ Never,” said he, “1 carry-a feeling with 

me such aga mother wouid have for. her 

children were they lost in a great forest. 1 

feel.that on every side my people are in 

danger, and that many of them are like 

babes, weak and helpioss..
